Provision for this type of vote 
was made in an act of the Ontario 
legislature passed at the 1942 ses- 
sion. 

In Dominion general electiens 
during the first great war and the 
present conflict, ballot boxes were 
shipped overseas for the taking of 
the soldier vote, and in the British 
Columbia general election in 1941, 
a similar procedure was followed.

- The Agent authorized to vote for an Active Service 
Voter must be entitled to vote in the same Electora! Dis- 
trict and must be of the full age of twenty-one yecrs. 

_Agents holding appointments as Proxies for Active 
Service Voters must apply to the Revising Officer for 
their Electoral District for confirmation of their oppoint- 
ment.

King George's journey to North Africa,

German propagandists are past masters 
at the art of camouflaging defeats into at 
a semblance of success and the Swiss 
newspaper, National Zeitung, has made a 
collection of retreats, according to the 
Germans, where Hitler's armies have 
been doing the reteating. Here are some 
typical examples as given by the Office of 
War Information: - 

-Demyansk: Evacuated “‘without inter- 
ference from the enemy.” 

Rzhev: “German rearguards disen— 
gaged themselves from the enemy without 
being noticed.” 

Grhatsk: “Left to the enemy through 
planned non-combatant movements.” 
Sichevka: “Evacuated. without enemy 
pressure.” ‘ 

Vyazma area: “Evacuated through 
planned troop transfer without enemy 
hindrance.” , 
Tunisia: “Situation rectified without] ,, 
the Americang even knowing what it was 
all about.”

“another great crisis of the war,” and to 
this he added the explanation that there 
might be comparatively small assaults 
upon Germany or Nazi-occupied territory, 
which should not be at once assumed to 
be the opening of the second front. 

Mr. MacDonald stressed the fact which
